Every addh'os to the’ terntory cf car republic 
has been med with the understanding that the | 
people of the added ter-ftory would become 
qual and full ctilzcns of cur country, 
tals dfd not apply to the Indians because they 
refoaed to accevt oar clyilizalfon and cootinaed 
thelr warfare.ontll they were well nigh exer. 
minated, They are still the wards of the nation,’ 
hevirg no rights aa cltzens of the republic. 
With th's exception the people of added territory 
heve in all cases become assimileted, and are 
Americana In every sense of the word, . 

How thall we proceed with tegar
